Florida’s unemployment chislers, one by one, are being 

detected and prosecuted. Those who draw money at the 
same time they are working have been convicted of fraud. 
“Some have been given-the opportunity to make restitution, 
others have been sent to jail It is a step in the right direc- 
tion. p 
Unemployment compensation was set,up toʻact as a cush- 
ion for the. jobless; as a means for an honest worker to’keep 
while in search ‘for another job. The system is supported by 
payroll taxes, which, like all other taxes, must be paid for by 
workers in the cost of the goods which they buy. Thé com- 
pensation chisler is stealing from the workers. 

`The next step against compensation ch slers must be 
against those who use the benefits to finance a pleasant idle- 
ness at the expenses of those who work. These chislers can- 
not be accused of legal fraud, No showing can-be made that . 
they claimed scompensation while actually employed. But 
a mora, fraud exists. Every weekly check drawn in compen- 
sation by a wilful idler is theft from the consuming public 
which actually pays the bills. The only answer here is the 
tightening of the follow-ups; the weeding out of those who 
ean work but just don’t want to. 

Chairman Raymond-B. Barnes, of the Florida Industrial 
Commission, has sounded the alert signal and has promised 
vigorous prosecution and reprisals to those who draw weekly 
benefits ; those who try. to evade either the legal or moral in- 
tent of the law. He realizes that the situation must be met 
by the honest workers who are willing to work, and by the 
general public, both of which should recognize their respon- 
sibility and report known. cases direct. to the commission. 

Thus far Florida has,madé a favorable record—below the 
nationa! average in ‘fraud cases, The national average is one- 
half of one per cent; Florida’s average is under three-tenths 
of one per cent. This average can. be reduced, however, by 
cooperation of all who are interested in law enforcement

State Must Dig Up Thirty Million 


Dollars For Its Share Flood Control 


Formal request to.the State of 
Florida for $30,602,000 for .con- 
struction and land costs in - the 
overall flood control program, for 
an estimated 10-year period was 
made Monday by ‘the Céntral and 
Southern Florida Flood Controi 
District (FCD). 

The resolution approved by FCD 
requests the State Board of Con- 
servation to approve the payment 
to FCD for paying construction 
costs and costs of acquiring land 
in |Broward, Dade and Palm Beach 
counties for use as water storage 
areas. It pointed out that the total 
estimated cost allocated to FCD 
for providing the lands for water 


storage areas is $1,450,000. 


The resolution points out that 
the total cost is estimated at $208,- 
135,000, “of which the local contri- 
bution to construction costs is esti- 
mated to be’ $29,152,000.” 
~ The State's contribution of 15 
percent to match the ,Federa) 
grant will cost $3,250,000 in the 
first biennium, according to. the 
resolution. W. Turner Wallis, sec- 
retary, said the $3,250,000 was in- 
cluded in the appropriation bill en- 
acted by the recent Legislature. 

The FCD board also approved a 
resolution assuring Army Engi- 
neers of full local cooperation in 
the flood control program. Mr. 
Wallis explained this resolution 
was necessary in answer to a re- 
quest from the U. S. Engineers to 
meet provisions in a House docu- 
ment passed by the 80th Congress. 

Priority for work in the Kissim- 
mee, Caloosahatchee“and St. Johns 


Rivers area and thé Central East 


Coast, in view of possible hurricane 
and flood emergencies, was asked 
of US Engineers in-a resolution 
presented by Joe Earman, Vere 
Beach, board member, and ap- 
proved by the board. 

The resolution asks the Engi- 
neers “to give priority to works to 
be established under the overall 
plan for the district to those areas 
which need protection for the safe- 
guarding of human life.” 

Ben Herr, chief engineer of the 
OkeechobegFlood Control District 
which became defunct Sunday mid- 
night, -presented its assets of $23,- 
500 to the FCD board and ex: 
plained another $11,000 will be 
‘forthcoming from the US Engi- 
neers for mionies collected in con- 
demnation suits a year ago.

Okeechobee Flood Control Batre 
Its Work Completed-Is Disbanded 


One of South Florida's majos 
projects—the Okeechobee Flood 
Control District—passed out of ex- 
istence last Saturday. 

It will be swallowed up by the 
gigantic southern and central Flor- 
ida Flood Control District, which 
also will eventually take over tie 
Everglades Drainage District. 

The Okeechobee district, created 
by the legislature in 1929, embrac- 
ed some 12,000 square miles and 12 
counties, including nearly all of 
Florida peninsula south of the 
northern rim of Lake Okeechobee 
except the Florida Keys. 

The newer, larger district will 
cover all or part of 17 counties 
covering 15,000 square miles. and 
is expected to bring an additional 
7,000,000 new acres into cultiva- 
tion. 

During its 20 years of existence. 
the Okeechobee district aided in 
Spending approximately $25,000,- 
000, a paltry sum compared to the 
$208,000,000 planned for the new 
project. 

The money was spent for upro- 
tection to life and property against 
the flood waters of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, Caloosahatchee . River and 
vicinity.” 


The district grew out of the de- | 


structive 1926 and-1928 hurricanes. 
The 1926 storm smashed into ths 
Miami-Hollywood-Fort Lauderdaic 
area, causing tremendous damage 
then roared northward to churn 
Lake Okeechobee and kill more 
then 400 persons in the Moore 
Haven area, It left 6000 persons 
injured and property damage esti- 
mated at $100,000,000. 

The 1928 hurricane struck at 


Palm Beach, swept over the lake 
region and left about 2600 dead 
and $75,000,000 property damage. 

The legislature convened the 
next April and in September the 
Okeechobee flood control) board 
held its first meeting here. A per- 
manent office was established. 

The Corps of Army Engineers 
entered the picture and Congress 
adopted construction of the flood 
control project as recommended hy’ 
the corps. The gtate contributed 
cash and land but the Federal 
Government bore a large portion 
of the total cost. 

First construction was in the 
Caloosahatchee River area in No- 
vember, 1930. Work reached a peak 
in 1934 and 1935.on locks, culverts, 
levée and channel improvements. 

The cross state channel was 
opened in March, 1937, and the n- 
tire original project completed a 
year later, Subsequently Congress 
authorized the St. Lucie lock and 
&pillway and this was opened in 
1941. j 

The giant levee on the east and 
south sides of Lake Okeechobee 
is 85 miles long. It effectively pre- 
vents overflow of the big lake, 
even during hurricanes, 

Since the war the Okeechobee 
Flood Control District has been 
fairly dormant and former Secre- 
tary Ben Herr said the district 
now has no debts, no lands and 
only a small bank account. 

Thus the organization which 
played a vital part in making the 
Okeechobee area safe and pros- 
perous has passed into history, giv- 
ing way to a larger and vastly 


more ambitious undertaking.
